The Governor and Committee of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company intend to recommend the 
payment of an interim dividend of 8s. per 
share, as against 5s. at the corresponding 
period of last year. A general court was to 
be held on the 26th November, for the elec- 
tion of a Governor, a Deputy-Governor and 
committee for the year ensuing. 

The fvullowing is the report of the Gevernor

The ships from Hudson's Bay have arrived, 
bringing with them the greater part of the 
returns of the outfit 1871. A considerable 
stock of valuable furs, be.ug the produce of 
the Athabaska district, was also at the time 
of the Inst advices being forwarded to New 
York for treusmission to this country, and 
will, it is hoped, reach England in time to be 
included in the epNng sales. The returns of 
the outfit taken as a whole, are satisfactory. 
The quantity of furs is somewhat greater 
than that of outfit 1870, and it is encourag- 
ing to find that the returns of the Southero 
department include a large quantity of 
martins, which have recently been very 
searce. Should the present prices of furs be 
maistained, the committee anticipate that 
this outfit will prove even more remunerative 
than tke last. 

Some sales of town lots belonging to the 
company have receatly been effected at Fort 
Garry, and the prices obtained have been 
geod; but the committee have not yet re- 
ceived the full particulars of these transac- 
tious and are not in a position to report upon 
them. . 

The general accounts of the progress of 
the Company's trade are satisfactory, and 
the committee look forward to a favorable 
result of the year's transactions,

This will was 
executed on the 28th November, 1872. It 
had been written by Greeley some time ago, 
but was only presented to bim for execution 
two hours before his death. It gives all 
his property equally to bis two daughters. 
This instrament was placed amongst his pri- 
vate papers by Mr. Greeley, aod was only 
taken from among them at the time of bis 
late ane and at the first lucid interval 
thereafter, offered to him for ackaowledg~ 
ment. At the same time, counsel were 
before the Surrogate to contest this will, 
and offering in its stead, one dated 
January 18:b; the contestants are Sam- 
uel Sinclair, Richard H. Manning, and 
Charles Storrs; the latter being oamed as 
executor. The coungel «for contestants said 
he hoped that opinions on the will would 
acquiesce in the will of 1673. He thought 
the will made by Greeley before his death 
did great injustice, inasmuch as it gave all 
his property to Miss Ida, providing that half 
of it was to be used by her at ber own dis- 
cretion for the sapport and education of ber 
sister Gabrielle, That thas some relatives 
would be deprived of property intended tor 
them, The counsel for fe Tcaghtons thought 
those remarks uncalled for, and announc d 
that Miss Ida bed offered to assign to ber 
sister one half of the property; aleo to grant 
suitable annuities to relatives. Miss Greeley 
then declined to consider any proposals tor 
compronsise, and « p ags were com- 
menced. The contest of the will.essued on 
the grouad of incapacity to execate the will 
of 1872. The first witness was Miss Samp- 
soa, who testified that she became witness to 
the will on the day Mr. Greeley died. Mr. 
Greeley then, few hours before bis death, 
‘was conscious and reasonable. Afier some 
further’ examination of this witness, the 
Coart adjourned. The will of 1872 gives the 
property to bis daughters, but it also gives 
bequests to bis relatives, and a legacy equal 
in value to a shure of the Tribune, to the 
Children's Aid Society of New York.

terme of the Treaty of 1846 betore him, was 
shut up to the decision which he had caused 
to be made public. 

The British Commissionerand bis associates 
sent out to frame the Oregon T were 
ridiculously ignerant of the pbieal 
position and commercial importance of the 
territory with which they were appointed to 
deal. The Americans, on the other band, 
koew distinctly what they were about, aod 
were able, by their superior acquaintance 
with the topography of the region, te cheek~ 
mate the representatives of Great  Britias. 
Lord Ashbarton and bis colleagues looked 
upon the country extending from the Columbia 
River northwards as only fit for the babitat- 
ion of savages and wild beasts, and it is on 
record that the United States’ Commissioners 
were quite astonished at the liberality of the 
concessions made by our representatives in 
arranging the conditions of the contract. 
The British Commissioner and his friends 
evidently assumed througbont the negot:a- 
tions that there was an open roadstea! lead- 
ing from the mainland to the ecean between 
hal Iga Territory and Vancouver's Is. 
land. It is only on this supposition that we 
can imagine them to have sanctioned the 
vague wording of the Treaty as it stands—at 
least, as far a6 the passage of the boundary 
line trom the 49tb parallel to the ocean is 
concerned. Had the strategical value of San 
Juan entered their minds, or bad they known 
anything of the existence of three separate 
straits io the Gulf of Georgia through which 
the boundary line might pass, they could not 
have failed to anticipate the risk of diplomatic 
difficalties in case of the phraseology of the 
document being indefinite; they would, bave 
stedied to make the terms of the Treaty 
thoroughly anaasbiguous. ‘ 

The United States’ Commissioners cannot 
be charged with any seach want of vigilance. 
It is not improbable that they may bave left 
the w rds ‘through the channel which sepa- 
rates the continent from Vanconver’s Island 
to the Straits of Juaa de Fuca,” purposely 
ambiguons. Anyhow, there is unmistakable 
evidence that the United States’ Government 
and the Senate of that day, so far from baving 
ov hazy idens about the nature of the chao- 
tel, bad an intelligent a jiation Of the 
advantages which the Treaty gave them ia 
the possession of San Juan, 

I bappen to possess the report of a speee: 
delivered by Senator T. H. . legal ad- 
visor to the President, “On the Ratification 
of the Oregon Treaty,”’ in the Senate, (secret 
session), June 18, 1846. In that speech Mr. 
Benton says:— 

“We want nothing of that strait but as a 
bouwedary, and that the Treaty gives as. 
With that boundary comes all that we want 
in that quarter—namely, all the waters of 
Puget Sound aad the Olympic district which 
borders upea them. When the line reaches 
the ebasnel which separates Vancouver's 
Island from the continent (which it dues 
within eight miles of Fraser river) it pro~ 
ceeds to the .middle of the Channel de Haro 
(wrongly written Arro on the maps), to the 
Straits of Fuca, and thence west through the 
middie of the Straite to the sea. This is a 
fair partition of those waters, and gives us 
everything that we want—namely, all the 
waters of Puget Sound, Hood’s Canal, Ad- 
tirality Inlet, Bellingham Bay, Birch Bay, 
sud with them the cluster of islands between 
de Haro Channel and the Cohtiaent.” 

Thefe is no reserve or want of clearness in 
the construetion borrayt athe of t 
Treaty by a Gigh official of the United States 
Government at the time it wae passed—a 
construction about which bis collcagues.in 
the Senate were perfe tly ananimous. This 
interpretation of the matter. went forth uo- 
challenged by the British authorities and 
people, and the cause of our silence for years 
in respect tothe American interpretation was 
that our rulers, Commissioners, and Press 
knew nothing accarately, and cared as little, 
about the locality, 

Shortly before the Boundary Commissioners 
of 1858 were appointed, the fatal flaw iu the 
terms of the Treaty was discovered, and, with 
a view to sume compromise uf the difficulties 
in which our bluader bad involved us, these 
latter Commissioners proposed that the boun- 
dary line, instead ot runsing throug either 
the strait of Hero or Rosario, sbenld be 
taken through a third channel, since known 
as the Douglas Channel, and lying midway 
between the two other entrance passages. 
Had we obtained the assent of the Americans 
to this arrangement, San Juan would have 
been preserved to us. But this mid-chanael 
was an after-thougbt, never contemplated by 
the spirit or letter of the Oregon Treaty, and 
so the proposal came too late, Is it wonder- 
ful, thea, that, under apprebension of being 
deprived of a strategical point of importance 
on which the United States’ Government had 
set their minds from the beginning, an 
impulse should seize General Harney and 
those uoder bis command in Uregon to 
occupy aad protect the island which the Bri- 
tish bad come to think was their own as 8 
matter of course ? 

It is true that San Joan could only be beld 
by Great Britain for defensive purposes. It 
must also be concede! by all parties that it 
can be held by the United States only for 
offensive purposes. The Gulf of Georgia 
leads to British Columbia and nowhere eise. 
Io a time of war our ition there with an 
American fort io San Juan would be hopeless. 
Small steamers can only place five miles be- 
tween themselvesand Sso Juan, aod a large 
ocean going vessels must past within two 
miles ofthe island, aid would thus be ex- 
posed to the full range of modern qrtillery. 

All this is very galling, end perbaps is the 
first step towards our losing British Colambia, 
aa we bave lost Califorsia,* Oregon, and 
Wasbington Territory. But our spathy and 
ignorance of these possessions in 1846 is alone 
the cause of our present bamiliation; aad, 
with all the facts before bim, I connot see 
how the Imperial Arbitragor conld hare given
